Dear Chairman Pai:

We write today in support of the Federal Communications Commission’s (FCC’s) plan to
restore Internet freedom by reversing the prior Commission’s decision to regulate broadband
Internet service under Title II of the Communications Act, a statutory scheme created for the
monopoly telephone carriers of a bygone era.
